During the revolution the flag 
had 111 sta rs; in the w ar of 1812, 
15; in the Mexican war, 28; in 
the Civil W or, 35; in the Span­ 
ish A m erican war.

One of the oldest existing flags 
of the S tars and Stripes design 
is that which was carried by the 
N orth C arolina troops ar the b at­ 
tle of Guilford C ourthouse, M arch 
lo, 1781, and which is now pre­ 
served in the rooms of the Ma­ 
sonic grand lodge in Raleigh. 
The first instance in which the 
13 colonies were represented on

The overdose of the poison and the 
large quantity of water caused him to 
throw the contents off his stomach 
and this, in the opinion of the at­ 
tending physician, saved his life. H< 
is about 32 years of age and his home 
is at Downey. 
In the opinion of the 
medical superintendent of the hos­ 
pital, he is Insane. 
The lawn in front of the home of 
I. A. Mecham, 1024 
W est 
Fourth, 
was tho point Wilson selected 
for 
passing out of this world. 
Walk 
ing ui>on the lawn, he asked Felix 
Garnsey, a nephew of Mrs. Mecham 
to get him a nail, stating- that he 
wished to use it in removing the cork 
from a bottle of medicine. 
The lit­ 
tle fellow ran to the back yard shod 
and secured a nail. 
He was told it 
was too small and was requested to 
get another. 
While the lad was 
gone Wilson pushed the cork into 
the bottle with the small nail. 
He 
swallowed about two thirds of the 
contents of the bottle, which proved 
to be strychnine. 
Ruth Garnsey, 
a niece of Mrs. Mecham, saw' him 
gulp the poison. 
Following this he 
walked over to where a lawn sprink­ 
ler wuis running and drank a consid­ 
erable quantity of water and then 
lay down under the spray of the 
sprinkler to await action of the poi­ 
son. 
He soon was seized with vomit in", 
spells and threw off the poison. Eu­ 
gene RRif, who resides next door to 
the Mechams, went to the man and 
offered what 
assistance 
ho 
could 
give. 
Mrs. Mecham telephoned for 
a physician and 
notified the city 
marshal’s office. The physician gave 
him emergency treatment, and then 
officers took him to the county,ho* 
pital. 
He is out of danger today. 
. When asked by Dr Zuisor of the 
hospital this morning why he had at­ 
tempted self destruction, he said hi 
wanted to see whether the kind of 
medicine he had would kill him, and 
would not again attempt self destruc­ 
tion by the use of the same medicine 
because he hail to suffer too much 
pain.
